Dr. Silas Brown and th

- WILMINGTON - The funer- 
al of Dr. Silas Brown in 1864 
was the largest gathering 
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ever seen in Wilmington up to 
that point - and this was some 
36 years before the elaborate 
funeral of Dr. Frances Hiller. 
Brown was known as “the 
Iron Man up Nod way.” 

Dr. Brown had lived in the 
Harnden Tavern in North 
Wilmington for 46 years, in an 
area then known as “The 
Land of Nod.” 

A native of Tewksbury, he 
was born in 1779, during the 
Revolutionary War. His father

under Dr. Thomas Kittredge, 
who was of a Tewksbury fam- 
ily but had a medical practice 
in Andover. 

Silas Brown married Abigail 
Huse, granddaughter of a 
Methuen physician, Dr. 
Stephen Huse, who had

troops from Ticonderoga to 
Boston in the Revolutionary 
War. 


Dr. Brown set up his med-. 


ical practice in Kittery, which 
was then still part of 
Massachusetts. Nine years 
later, his health in jeopardy, 
he moved to Methuen, where

“Repositioning” 


One way to fill empty commercial space

WILMINGTON - While com- 
munities across the 
Merrimack Valley struggle to 
fill empty vacant retail space, 
Wilmington has experienced 
more of a renaissance period 
over the last few years. 
However, a number of indus- 
trial properties remain 
vacant in town. Finding what 
to do with old manufacturing 
plants in a world where so 
much manufacturing has 
been shipped offshore pre- 
sents a challenge that the 
town assessor calls “reposi- 
tioning.” 

A retail renaissance in town 
began in 2003 to 2004 when 
Cumberland Farms _ pur- 
chased a decrepit gas station

and built a new service sta- 
tion, followed closely by an 
upgrade at the Hess station 
and the building — of 
WalGreens.

New restaurants came 
and filled out the mix with 
several new bank branches 
and a stand-alone CVS. 
“They all ttotted in togeth- 
er,” said Carole Hamilton, 
Director of Planning and 
Conservation.

HELP YOUR KIDS 
BUY A HOME? 
When an adult child wants to buy 

a home and needs financial help, it 

is not unreasonable for a parent to 

step in. How you do it - with a gift, 

a loan or cosigning a mortgage - 

depends on your circumstances and 

theirs. 

Rule #1: make sure your own 
retirement savings are on track. 

If you want to cut down your 
estate, you can probably gift the 
whole amount without incurring 
gift taxes. Easier: if the child is just 
shy of a 20-percent down payment, 
make up the difference. 

If your youngster can pay you 
back and still qualify for a mort- 
gage, draft a loan. Note that there 
are limits to how much of the down 
payment can come from a parental 
loan. Another option: be the mort- 
gage lender yourself. Get every- 
thing in writing, but be aware that 
you may not be paid back. 

Last resort: if the adult child has 
no other way to get a loan, cosign 
the mortgage, but realize how risky 
this can be.

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years. 

In 1818, the Browns moved 
into the Harnden Tavern. 
Silas and Abigail, at that 
point, had four daughters and 
one son. They would have 
four more sons, born at the 
Tavern. 

With his roots in Tewksbury 
and Methuen, Dr. Brown had 
a widespread practice. In 
Tales of the Harnden Tavern, 
the late Alice Dillaway wrote 
that he bought a fast horse 
and had a special saddle 
stitched with pockets for var- 
ious medicines. 

With growing family to feed, 
Dr. Brown would work at 
farming all day before tend- 
ing to patients in the evening. 
He eventually built his prac- 
tice to a point where he would 
see patients during the day. 

Farming remained a strong 
interest for him, and he often 
wrote to the New England 
Farmer, a semi-monthly jour- 
nal published in Boston. That 
journal, which had it offices 
in the Quincy Market, often 
covered debates at the 
Massachusetts State House, 
and occasionally quoted Asa 
Sheldon of Wilmington. The 
discussion was usually about 
farm animals and crops. 

In February 1851, Dr. Brown 
wrote about the farming 
practices of the last century, 
that being the late 1700s. “The 
land in the country towns in 
the vicinity of Boston at that 
time appears to have been 
more productive than at pre- 
sent,” he wrote, “I suppose 
from the soil being in better 
condition.” 
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In May 1851, he weighed in 
on the formation of a state 
agricultural school, a hot 
item of political debate at the 
time. In August 1862, he wrote 
about farming on soil of vari- 
ous qualities. 

The Browns became 
Swedenborgians, that being a 
religion established by follow- 
ers of Dr Emanuel 
Swedenborg, a Swedish scien- 
tist and abolitionist. This 
association led to the Tavern 
becoming a stop on the 
Underground Railway. Dr. 
Brown took care that every- 
one in his household assented 
to the runaway slave activity. 
He wanted to be sure that 
everyone in the house under- 
stood the legal peril of hiding 
runaway slaves. Therefore, no 
records were kept. 

Tales of the Harnden Tavern 
tells of the doctor blocking a 
church mauling, the question- 
ing and scolding of a young 
woman accused of “miscon- 
duct.” Dr. Brown told church 
elders that unless the maul- 
ing was cancelled, he would 
start recounting the many 
secrets he had learned over 
the years as the physician for 
church members. The maul- 
ing was quickly cancelled and 
never again was one proposed 
in that church. 

Dr. Brown’s son Jonathan 
also became a doctor, attend- 
ing Harvard Medical School. 
He then became the first 
superintendent of the 
Tewksbury Alms House. With 
the outbreak of the Civil War, 
he became an army surgeon, 
in charge of a group of doc- 
tors. under Gen. MacLellan. 
Dr. Silas Brown was deeply 
distressed by the war, and he 
would sit in an upstairs room 
at the Tavern and write to his 
son. Dr. Jonathan Brown 
returned home after a year of 
service, having contracted 
malaria. He was later diag- 
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nosed with tuberculosis, and 
it was from this that he died 
in 1867. 

Dr. Silas Brown desperately 
wanted to see the end of the 
Civil War, but this was not to 
be. He died on Sept. 15, 1864. 

His daughter Abigail wrote 
to a friend, but never mailed 
the following: 

Nov. 5, 1864 

“The last day he wrote any- 
thing was the 18th day of 
August. On that day between 
2 and 3 o’clock, he walked out 
to the garden behind our 
large barn; he looked almost 
spent when he came in, but 
he said how pleasant the spot 
looked to him. It was pleasan- 
ter to him than Boston 
Common or any other place 
in the world. After he could 
not rise in bed he seemed 
most happy. He said he had 
never enjoyed so much as he 
did there in his most prosper- 
ous days. He said I have more 
than belongs to me, more 
than my right, more than I 
ought to have. Our big old 
house seems very empty 
since he has gone out of it. He 
lived a long and useful life, 
getting very little compensa- 
tion for his services. He said 
he had loved his neighbors 
better than himself.” 

The Boston Medical & 
Surgical Journal wrote of 
him: “He has lived a long and 
useful life, retaining his facul- 
ties to the last, and has now 
been ‘gathered to his fathers’ 
‘like a shock of corn, fully 
ripe.”

Informational meeting or pep rally? 


Dear Editor: 
I was in attendance at the 
High _— School Building 


Committee (HSBC) public 
forum held on May 12, 2011 as 
well as the previous April 12, 
2011 forum. I observed both 
of these forums to have been 
little more than pep rallies 
advocating the selection/con- 
struction of a new high 
school. The citizens of 
Wilmington appropriated 1.25 
million dollars for the ser- 
vices of professional consul- 
tants to assist us with a feasi- 
bility study. It is my under- 
standing that an impartial 
evaluation was to be per- 
formed (with that significant 
amount of funding) into the 
advantages and disadvan- 
tages of doing nothing, reno- 
vating/remodeling the exist- 
ing building, building an 
entirely new building, or a 
combination of remodeling 
and new _ construction. 
However, it is my observa- 
tion, that the HSBC has pro- 
ceeded to reduce ten pro- 
posed building options to two, 
prior to having all the costs 
and technical facts made 
available to them by the con- 
sultants. Specifically, the 
costs and implications of per- 
forming construction activi- 
ties at a disposal site with an 
Activity and Use Limitation 
(AUL). 

The Town Manager was 
quoted in an April 11, 2011 
story in the Lowell Sun as 
saying, “if a major renova- 
tion or new school project 
proceeds, the project will 
comply with the restrictions 
of the AUL.” It appears to 
me that neither the consul- 
tants nor the HSBC actually 
read and/or comprehended 
what the limitations on site 
use actually are. For exam- 
ple, Section 2, Activities and 
Uses Inconsistent with the 
AUL Opinion, (i) Use of the 
Site as a residence or any 
other use at which children 
and adults may be present at 
a high frequency and high 
intensity, in terms of soil dis- 
turbance, of use. In my hum- 
ble opinion, proposing to con- 
struct an athletic field (as 
illustrated in building option 
2A) directly over a significant 
portion of the contaminated 
area is not consistent with 
the restrictions of the AUL 
noted above. Additionally, I 
believe it inappropriate for 
the consultants or the HSBC 


to move forward with designs, 
or the selection of designs, 
without having first’ obtained 
a Massachusetts Licensed 
Site Professional (LSP) 
Opinion on whether or not the 
proposed use/design was con- 
sistent with the limitations of 
the AUL! Further, to mini- 
mize problems associated 
with a successor LSP not 
agreeing with the opinion of 
the first LSP, I believe, it pru- 
dent to obtain contractual 
assurance with any written 
LSP Opinion actually 
obtained. 

None of the consultants at 
the May 12, 2011 forum could 
answer the question whether 
or not the proposed 
use/design was consistent 
with the limitations of the 
AUL, what the additional 
costs of remediation might be 
or whether or not the costs of 
remediation would be includ- 
ed in the state reimburse- 
ment. Based on the signifi- 
cant areal extent of contami- 
nation presented in the Class 
A-3 Response Action Outcome 
(RAO) Statement, wouldn't it 
be nice to know whether the 
additional costs associated 
with remediation (if neces- 
sary) are going to be in the 
range of $50,000, $500,000 or 
$1,000,000, before proposing 
or selecting a design option. 
Many comments were made 
by the consultants concern- 
ing the scheduling of con- 
struction activities and the 
disturbance of students. 
Specifically, that remodeling 
activities would take longer 
and cause more disturbance 
than new _ construction. 
Wouldn't it be nice to know 
whether or not remedial 
activities (soil clean up), can 
be performed concurrent to 
students attending classes 
and what the health risks 
may be associated with fugi- 
tive vapor emissions typically 
associated with petroleum 
contaminated soil clean up or 
the generation of petroleum 
contaminated dust during 
excavation and/or demolition 
activities. Would health and 
safety considerations during 
the performance of remedial 
activities also increase the 
length of time to complete 
site work? 

The existing building is act- 
ing as a cap over the area of 
contamination. Demolition 
of the existing building may 
represent a_ significant

Of the over 1,600 
repeat offenders who have 
completed the interlock pro- 
gram, only 27 have re-offend- 
ed, which is a less than 2% 
recidivism rate. 

Interlocks are proven to be 
up to 90 percent effective, yet 
it is estimated that only one 
in eight convicted drunk dri- 
vers each year currently get 
the device, and most of those 
are repeat offenders. Sixty- 
five percent of the public sup- 
port mandatory interlocks for 
first time offenders, and 85 
percent of the public support 
mandatory interlocks for. 
repeat offenders.

‘ WILMINGTON - During

their students participated in 
a project know as One Million 
Bones. As defined by the 
organization’s website, One 
Million Bones is a “fundrais- 
ing art installation designed 
to recognize the millions of 
victims and survivors who 
have been killed or displaced 
by ongoing genocides” with a 
goal to “represent (said) vic- 
tims and survivors of geno- 
cide, creating a visual 
demand for solutions to this 


issue.” (One Million Bones) 

Inspired by Naomi Natale’s 
mission to educate the world 
of genocide in its true form, 
the students each created a 
bone or bones constructed out 
of clay, paper maché, and 
copper wiring among other 
materials. In combining their 
efforts (both individually and 
collectively in groups), all 
helped to play a part in the 
ongoing mission of genocide 
education. 

These bones have since been 
collected by said teachers to 
be put on exhibit in the dis- 
play case in the history wing 
of Wilmington High School. 


The students’ works will con- 
tinue to be displayed for the 
duration of the school year. In 
February of 2013, these bones, 
among many others, will be 
shipped off to Washing D.C. 
to later be displayed at the 
United States’ capital. The 
combined amounts of hand- 
crafted bones will soon after 
become a part of a mass 
grave display unlike any 
other, with the hope that 
America’s political leaders 
will, after long last, realize 
the severity and repercus- 
sions of genocide across the 
world today.

élassrooms. The formal build- 
ing presences would be on the 
Main street and_ the 
Middlesex Avenue site that 
formerly housed the Swain 
School would be preserved for 
future development.

Under 
Massachusetts School 
Building Association (MSBA) 
guidelines, a renovation 
aspect as well as a ‘do noth- 
ig’ plan must be included in 
the project proposals. 

~The renovation would meet 
the MSBA Guidelines, though 
it: would require relocation of 
the Roman House, more use 
of portable classrooms, would 
bé less cost effective, and 
would be more disruptive to 
students. The building would 
remain close to the street and 
would preserve the Middlesex 
Avenue site and offer 240 
parking spaces. However, it 
has the longest schedule, with 
a-plan to open in September 
2016. 

“The second forum was very 
informative,” said 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton. “We had 
More discussion about the 
éducational program and we 
were able to talk about what a 
2ist century education will 
possibly look like. Two 
options; one for renovation 
and option 2A. I think we’re 
moving forward!” 

“Overall it was a very posi- 
tive meeting,” said Town 
Manager Michael Caira. “I 
thought there was a diversi- 
fied group there expressing 
their support for. building the 
school. For the most part, 
the discussion was positive 
ard upbeat. The questions 
were very good; they were 
asking very pertinent ques- 


tions about the buildings, and 
asked about adjacencies and 
relationships,” said Caira. 
“The audience was very 1 much 
engaged in the process.” 

Discussion centered on what 
a 21st Century education 
looks like as well as how dif- 
ferent sized classrooms con- 
tribute to learning communi- 
ties. 

The committee remains 
committed to finding the 
most cost-efficient and sched- 
ule-efficient design that wili 
meet the guidelines that 
MSBA requires. Other impor- 
tant features include optimiz- 
ing for maximum natural 
sunlight as well as providing 
separation and security for 
community areas of the build- 
ing. The committee continues 
the work of providing appro- 
priate access and adjacencies 
across the curriculum within 
the high school. 

Caira anticipates having 
preliminary budget numbers 
for the proposed project 
ready for the June 7 public 
forum.

Losing such an amazing 
woman in such an unexpect- 
ed accident can really bring 
your hopes down. That’s 
what happened to Lou Forte 
when his wife, Kim, passed 
away after getting hit by a 
car on a walk home from the 
gym this past winter. 

But last Sunday, Forte’s per- 
spective was changed for the 
better. Nearly 600 members of 
the Wilmington community 
came out to show their sup- 
port by participating in the 
First Annual 5K Run for 
Wilmington/Kim Forte Walk, 
sponsored by the Women of 
Wilmington. 

“It just kind of restores your 
faith in people again because 
for a couple of months now 
I’ve been walking around just 
hot believing in anything,” 
Forte said. “This weekend 
just kind of gave me a little 
shot in the arm that I needed, 
to know that people really do 
care, people really do mean 
well and there is still good in 
the world even though bad 
things happen.” 

Kim Forte was known 
around town as an avid walk- 
er. Whether they knew her 
personally or not, most 
Wilmington residents can say 
they’ve spotted her trotting 
the streets of town on foot, 
navigating the roads on her 
bike, or engaging in activities 
at the local gym. 
~ Her husband described her 
as a participant, not a specta- 


tor. He said she always want- 


ed to be out and about and 
doing something. She was 
always getting involved and 
helping others out. He said 
her theory was if you are 
stuck behind a car wheel, you 
don’t know what’s going on, 
you’re just driving by every- 
thing.

Holding a walk in Kim’s 
honor seemed more than fit- 
ting to the members of the 
Women of Wilmington organi- 
zation when they decided to 
incorporate her memory into 
their first annual road race.

“She would have just been 
so overjoyed that everybody 
was out being physical, living 
life, and laughing, and just 
enjoying themselves,” Lou 
Forte said.

She was just 
such a hands on kind of per- 
son that it just made so much 
sense for them to honor her 
with a walk. That was just an 
amazing tribute to her 


. because that’s how she 


became known.” 

Bryan said that Kim would 
have loved the idea of bring- 
ing the community together. 
She would have supported it 
whole-heartedly. 

“I think she would have 
been right out there walk- 
ing,” Bryan said.

Ali Lyman is no novice 
when it comes to running. A 
Wilmington High School 
graduate in the class of 2009, 
she was an active member of 
the Wildcat track and cross- 
country teams. She’s ran 
more than a fair share of 
races, and has taken part ina 
number of different competi- 
tive endeavors, but she’s 
never quite experienced a 
race like the one she ran this 
past weekend. 

Lyman ran in the first annu- 
al Kim Forte 5K Run held at 
the Town Common.

“I really just went in to 
show support,” she said. “It 
was for a good cause. I really 
wasn’t expecting to do as well 
as I did, but I just went into it 
thinking that it was a good 
cause, because those are the 
kind of events that I really 
like to do.” 

Lyman said she didn’t know 
Forte personally, but just like 


- every other resident of 


Wilmington, she would often 
spot Kim walking around the 
streets of town with a big 
smile on her face, and she 
knew that walking was a 


favorite pastime of hers. 

“I thought it was for a real- 
ly good cause and I know that 
I’ve seen Kim running. or 
walking around town,” she 
said. “I also heard that she 
went to RMA which is the 
gym that I went to, and I 
thought that it was for a good 
cause and I knew a lot of peo- 
ple from the gym were either 
doing the walk or the run, so 
I decided to do it. 

“It’s probably something 
that she would have wanted. 
She obviously lived that way. 
I didn’t know her personally 
but I think that it just shows 
that [walking] was some- 
thing that she obviously liked 
to do, so it’s [always good] to 
remember somebody for 
something that they enjoyed 
in their life.” 

Lyman is about to enter her 
third year at Northeastern 


‘University, and although her 


days of competitive cross- 
country and track have 
seemed to come to an end, 
she said that looking back, 
she had never seen such sup- 
port for the sport of running 
as she saw at last Sunday’s 
race. 

“Running is a hard sport to 
support,” she said, “especial- 
ly in cross-country, because 
you can’t really stand along 
the route. But [on Sunday], I 
could see people at the finish 
and down the road, so it was 
nice to have that motivation 
at the end. There were a lot 
of people when everyone was 
finishing, and everyone was 
cheering for everyone else. 
You could see when people 
were finishing they were 
cheering and raising their 


arms and stuff like that, so it

Pizzotti 
Family 
stand by 
their friends

Often times, the greatest 
teachers can be your own 
friends and peers, and in 
Wilmington, that has certain- 
ly proven to be true for two 
families. 

The friendship the Forte 
and Pizzotti families shared 
came to grow very strong. 
They were together during 
many milestones of their 
lives, and learned a lot from 
one another along the way. 
But this past winter, while 
walking home from the gym, 
Kim Forte was struck and 
killed by a car. As tragic as it 
was, the accident caused 
these families to teach each 
other yet another valuable 
lesson. 

“IT just think this has made 
us all stop and think of how 
fragile life is, and you just 
have to tell people that they 
are important to you and how 
much they mean to you 
everyday, because you never 
know,” said Nancy Pizzotti. 
“It’s been a tough thing. My 
heart just breaks for Lou 
[Forte]. I just can’t imagine 
what he’s going through.” 

The Fortes and the Pizzottis 
have lived in town together 
for a long time. Nancy 
Pizzotti, 55, met Lou and 
Kim, back in the 70’s when 
Lou was her hair stylist. 
Their families grew closer, 
and became great friends. 
After Nancy and her hus- 
band, Mike, moved _ to 
Wilmington, the Fortes 
moved there shortly after. 
Both couples got married in 
the same year, and had chil- 
dren who were close in age. 
Nancy Pizzotti said that the 
Fortes watched her children 
grow up, as Lou would often 
come to their house to give 
the kids haircuts from time 
to time. He even spent last 
Tuesday night at the 
Pizzotti’s house for dinner. 

So this past weekend, when 
the Women of Wilmington 
held the first annual 5K Run 
for Wilmington/Kim Forte 
Walk, the Pizzotti’s thought 
no tribute could be more fit- 
ting for their friend. She had - 
always lived her life as an 
avid walker, and considered 
herself forever a participant, 
not a spectator. She looked 
down upon letting life pass 
her by while she wasted time 
behind the wheel of a car. 
She wanted to get out an 
experience life, and that is 
exactly what she did. So 
Nancy and Mike, along with 
their children, did not hesi- 
tate to participate, just as 
Kim always had done. 

“I think a walk is just a 
great tribute for Kim 
because that’s what she was 
known for. Through the 
years, we’ve all known each 
other. It’s been a nice rela- 
tionship all these years. My 
kids very much wanted to 
walk, there was no question 
that we were all going togeth- 
er,” Nancy Pizzotti said. 

The family connections con- 
tinued into their children’s 
generation. Mike Pizzotti is a 
senior at Clemson University, 
is the same age as the Lou’s 
son, Timothy. The Pizzotti’s 
other children include Kevin, 
who graduated from Boston 
College, and Kirsten, who 
graduated from Holy Cross. 

Nancy Pizzotti said she 
credits the outpour of sup- 
port, which came in the form 
of over 550 participants, to be 
a tribute to the Forte family 
as a whole. 

“People are obviously there 
for the outpouring for Kim 
because of the amazing per- 
son she was, but also to sup-

4-2 in its final six games to 
qualify for the state tourna- 
ment.

one team to the state final. 
~ “We’re extremely excited to 

get a coach of his caliber and 

experience,” said Malden 

Catholic assistant athletic 

director Patrick Driscoll to 

the Herald. “We’re excited at 
what he can offer our 
school.” 

McCune, a Somerville resi- 
dent, takes over for Jim 
Silvio, who held the position 
each of the past three years. 
Silvio’s best season came this 
past winter leading the 
Lancers to a 10-10 overall 
record before losing in the 
first round of the state tour- 
nament to Winchester, who 
then went on to upset the No. 
1 seed Wilmington Wildcats 
in the quarterfinals. Before 
that Silvio had records of 7-13 
including a first round tour- 
nament loss, and then a 4-16 
record in 2009. 

“The Malden Catholic job 
presents a lot of interesting 
challenges,” said McCune in 
Wednesday’s Lowell Sun.

Before Silvio, Malden 
Catholic had several other 
coaches from 2000-08.

Shawsheen Tech Sports Wrap-Up 


Girls Lax team on verge of state tournament

The Shawsheen Tech girls 
.lacrosse team picked up a 
pair of big wins this past 
week putting themselves in 
good position to earn a state 
tournament berth in coach 
Maggie Joyce’s first season 
at the helm of the Lady 
Rams.

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Former Mayor 
Curran flourishing 
in Billerica 


By GORDON VINCENT 


WOBURN - Former Woburn Mayor John Curran has been 
absent from the city’s political scene for nearly a half-dozen 
years, but the life-long Woburn resident hasn’t left the realm of 
municipal government. 

Since January 2010, Curran has been the Town Manager of 
Billerica, and before that he was the Town Manager of Maynard 
for 3 1/2 years. 

“It’s been a good 17 months,” said Curran, of his tenure in 
Billerica. “It’s a good town, and I get to work with good people.” 

Town government is different than city government, but it’s 
been a smooth adjustment for Curran, 44, who worked in the 
corner office at City Hall for two terms from 2002-06. 

Curran was elected to the Woburn City Council in 1991 and 
served two terms as an Alderman at-Large before running for 
mayor in 1995. He finished fifth in a 6-way preliminary election, 
but after four years on the Planning Board he returned to the 
council again as an Alderman at-Large. 

As a council member, he established a reputation for fiscal 
prudence, as an expert on the city’s zoning code and as a voice 
of temperance among what could sometimes be a volatile 
group. 

In 2001, he ran for mayor again. In a 4-way preliminary elec- 
tion, Curran edged City Council colleague Bryan Melanson for 
the second spot on the ballot and then defeated John Cashell - 
who had won the primary seven weeks earlier - to win his first 
term in the corner office. 

He was re-elected to a second term in 2003. 
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In a city government, the mayor acts as sort of a Chief 
Executive Officer, while a town manager answers primarily to 
a board of selectmen. There is also the town meeting dynamic, 
which Curran is in the midst of in Billerica this week. 

“When you bring something to the City Council as mayor, you 
only need to get six votes, but when you bring something before 
town meeting, you have to get two-thirds of about 140 votes,” he 
said. 

On top of his duties in Billerica, Curran has been busy at 
home these days. He and his wife, Kelly, welcomed their first 
child, a son, about three months ago. A teacher in the Woburn 
school system, Kelly is currently on maternity leave. 

“Yes, everyone is healthy,” said Curran. “Being a father for 
the first time is very exciting.” 

Though Billerica is a town, it has a larger population (about 


40,000, according to the 2010 U.S. Census) than Woburn (about — 
SOY aid EAT EE 26,000 square miles versus 15,600 square 


miles), and a larger budget. Next year’s projected budget for 
Woburn as submitted by current Mayor Scott Galvin is slightly 
more than $117 million, while Billerica’s budget is about $126 
million. 

“You assume that because one is a city and the other is a 
town, that the town would be smaller,” said Curran. “It’s fairly 
surprising.” 

The budget cycle starts a little earlier in Billerica - around 
December. Woburn is just starting its budget process with the 
submission of the budget by the mayor earlier this month. 

Curran also likes the energy and enthusiasm of Billerica’s 
residents. Billerica is particularly supportive of its high school 
sports teams, not just at 
Billerica High but also at 
Shawsheen Tech, the regional 
vocational school that Curran 
calls “a major asset” to the 
town.

Like Woburn, Billerica has 
a burgeoning commercial tax 
base that is helping to keep 
the community affordable. 
Primarily, the town has been 
delving into re-development, 
offering tax incentives to cor- 
porate entities, particularly in 
the life sciences field, to

“THOR” 
GRADE: *** 

This latest installment of 
Marvel comic heroes to hit 
the screen is a movie that 
offers everything you could 
want in a summer action 
movie. 

The epic adventure 
‘Thor’ spans the Marvel 
Universe from present day 
Earth to the mystical realm 
of Asgard. At the center of 
the story is the mighty Thor, 
a powerful but arrogant 
warrior whose _ reckless 
actions reignite an ancient 
war. 

As a result, Thor is ban- 
ished to Earth where he is 
forced to live among 
humans. When the most 
dangerous villain of his 
world sends its darkest 
forces to invade Earth, Thor 
learns what it takes to be a 
true hero. 

The movie version of the 
comic book character, does- 
n’t engage in the soul- 
searching that often goes 
along with heroes in today’s 
super hero movies. It does- 
n't feel like a comedy, but 
director Kenneth Branagh 
gives it a comedic smirkthat 
starts with Thor himself, 
played by charismatic Chris 
Hemsworth as a man who 
thinks its funny how easily 
he can get rid of evil doers, 
and has fun doing it. 

Thor's main foe is his 
brother, Loki (Tom 
Hiddleston), who feels ind- 
ferior to Thor in the eyes of 
their father (dad is Anthony 
Hopkins' as Odin). Their 
battle brings them to Earth, 
where they catch the eye of 
the government, led by 
Clark Gregg's witty fed. 
Thor is also studied by three 
scientists (Natalie Portman, 
Stellan Skarsgard, Kat’ 
Dennings) who befriend the 
man with the muscles after 
he arrives on earth. 

The actors don’t have a 
lot of time on the big screen, 
but they make the most of 
it. Portman is good with the 
lines she is given to deliver 
(however uninspiring some 
may be), Dennings is amus- 
ing as the film's jokester 
and Skarsgad's seriousness 
plays well between the two 
women. 

Hemsworth runs around 
tossing people left and right 
without ever wiping that 
smile off his face, perfect 
casting for a god enjoying 
playing with the mere mor- 
tals. 

It's slickly directed, 
sharply written (with a sur- 
prising dose of humor 
injected) well acted by a 
fresh young cast, and a total 
blast to watch.

The plot goes like this: A 
teenage girl goes out into 
the world for the first time, 
and is forced to battle for 
her life. Talk about the per- 
ils of leaving home. 

Uniquely, she has the 
strength, the stamina, and 
the smarts of a soldier; 
these come from being 
raised by her widowed 
father Erik (Eric Bana), an 
ex-CIA man, in the wilds of 
North Finland. 


The movie straddles the 
canyon of absurdity, as the 
action sequences featuring 
the young girl make the film 
resemble something like 
‘Jason Bourne: The Teenage 
Years’ 

Once caught, Hanna 
escapes, but with a CIA 
operative, Marissa (a very 
evil Cate Blanchett) track- 
ing her. The strength of the 
film is not the plot, but 
instead the constant gui 
fights, assassinations, chas- 
es and brawls.

“At its most recent meet- 
ing, the Planning Board voted 
unanimously in favor of an 
application that will enable 
the owners of The Chateau 
restaurant to locate at the for- 
mer site of the Bugaboo Creek 
restaurant in Middlesex 
Commons,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.”

Brianne Bozzella: ‘She

As the UMass Lowell 
women’s soccer team’s lead- 
ing scorer the last two years, 
Brianne Bozzella attacked 
opposing defenses with feroci- 
ty and conviction.

“She would not allow her- 
self to be outworked in any 
capacity,” said Monteiro. “She 
supported her teammates and 
demanded they match her 
effort.” 

Bozzella has been near 
flawless as a student, evi- 
denced by her 3.92 cumulative 
average in exercise physiolo- 
gy. The recipient of many aca- 
demic plaudits, she has twice 
been named to the NE-10 
Women’s Soccer All-Academic 
Team and received the 
National Student-Athlete Day 
Award for women’s soccer the 
last three years. 

Between her academic and 
soccer commitments, Bozzella 
found time to serve on UMass 
Lowell’s Student-Athlete 
Advisory Committee as the 
NE-10 SAAC representative. 

Among her work within the 
committee was helping the 
women’s soccer team raise 
funds for its Bowling for 
Wishes effort, which benefit- 
ted the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation; as well as her 
work at the Bartlett School 
Extended Day Program, at 
which she spent time with stu- 
dents and helped organize 
activities. 

As the NE-10 SAAC repre- 
sentative, Bozzella attended 
meetings with other NE-10 
SAAC members to discus new 
NCAA legislation, which she 
relayed back to UMass 
Lowell’s committee. 

Bozzella was inducted into 
the Omicron Delta Kappa 
Leadership Honor Society in 
2010 and has also been active 
in its community service 
efforts.

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How to address 
varicose veins 


Men and women alike 
suffer from varicose veins, 
which can be a cosmetic 
nuisance or a symptom of a 
serious medical condition. 
New varicose vein treat- 
ments are enabling individ- 
uals to live happier lives. 

Varicose veins are 
enlarged, gnarled veins that 
can resemble the twisted 
roots of a tree. They develop 
when the one-way valves in 
veins that carry blood to the 
heart are faulty. Blood 
backs up in the veins as a 
result, and stretches the 
vein. 

According to experts 
from Meridian Health, vari- 
cose veins are very common 
and affect half of all 
Americans ages 50 and 
older. But they're not just a 
concern for seniors. Anyone 
can develop varicose veins, 
but women are at a greater 
risk than men. 

Varicose veins typically 
do not have any symptoms, 
except for the visual pres- 
ence of deep blue or purple, 
bulging veins that largely 
occur on the legs and feet. 
However, aches in the legs, 
heavy feeling, itching 
around veins, or throbbing 
may also occur. Similar to 
varicose veins are spider 
veins, which are smaller 
and closer to the skin sur- 
face. 

‘Pregnancy, age and 
stretching of the veins are 
contributors to varicose 
veins. Being overweight or 
standing for long durations 
of time are other contribu- 


tors, as is wearing restric- 
tive clothing. 

There are a number of 
treatments that have been 
developed for varicose 
veins. During sclerotherapy, 
a solution is injected into a 
small or medium-sized vein 
to scar it and close it up. 
Eventually the vein will 
shrivel and fade. A similar 
procedure is done with 
lasers to shrink the vein 
without the need for needles 
or surgery. Catheter proce- 
dures use a heated tube 
inserted into the vein to col- 
lapse the vein and seal it 
shut. Vein stripping involves 
removing large veins 
through several small inci- 
sions. It is usually an outpa- 
tient procedure but will 
require a surgery. 

In most cases, blood will 
naturally reroute to other 
veins in the legs after one of 
these procedures. Much of 
the blood flow in the legs is 
carried out by deeper veins. 
Individuals who undergo 
these procedures can usual- 
ly walk directly after the 
surgery and full recovery is 
only a matter of a couple of 
weeks or more. 

Feeling good about one- 
self involves being happy 
about what is on the inside 
and outside. Hiding legs and 
feet due to varicose veins 
can be embarrassing and 
uncomfortable, especially 
as the weather warms. Talk 
to a doctor about a recom- 
mendation to a vascular 
surgeon who can offer treat- 
ments for varicose veins.
